Meetings of Lublic Companies. 
—_——_—¢———. 
THE MYSORE GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


An extraordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
Cannon-street Hotel, on Friday, Oct. 5, 

Mr, CHARLES TENNANT, M.P., in the chair. 

Mr. W. G. WILLIAMS (the secretary) read the notice calling the 
meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said the directors had deemed it their duty to call 
the shareholders together, to consider the present position of affairs, 
and decide upon the best course to be pursued. They were aware 
that in June last the directors issued a circular expressing their dis- 
satisfaction with the progress which had been made and with the 
results obtained, and stating that Mr. Frank Taylor was going out, 
at the request of the board, to examine thoroughly into what was 
going on, and to report to the directors. Mr. Frank Taylor had 
fulfilled his mission, and was present to-day. His report had been 
printed and circulated, and had no doubt been perused by the share- 
holders with the attention which its importance deserved. As the directors 
had stated in their circular the tenour of that report disappointed the directors 
exceedingly, as it tended to the belief that the hard rock which had appeared 
at nearly all the lowest depths reached was of so unkindlya nature as to be 
fatal to the continuity ot the quar:z veins, and threw grave doubts upon 
these veins being true fissure veins. They were aware that Mr. Bell- 
Davies, whom the directors had been consulting, and by whom they 
had been guided, and who was looked upon as a high authority, differed 
mpg from the views taken by Mr. Frank Taylor, and, after a perusal 
of Mr. Frank Taylor’s report, Mr. Bell-Davies had in no way changed his opinion, 
but still regarded the veins as true fissure veins,and believed they would be 
found again on the other side of the interruptions. Capt. Plummer, who had 
been long on the Mysore field, corroborated the view of Mr. Bell-Davies, and 
stated that he had no feeling of doubt on the subject. The directors were in- 
clined to attach great value to Oapt. Plummer’s opinion and practical experi- 
ence; on the other hand, since Mr. Frank Taylor's visit, Mr. Fitzmaurice, the 
commercial manager at the mine, had expressed views coinciding with Mr. 
Frank Taylor’s; but, as he was not an expert, the directors did not attach im- 
portance to his views, and, moreover,'prior to that visit he had expressed himself 
a gn A upon the prospects of the mine. The shareholders would have to 
judge between these conflicting opinions, A little more light had been thrown 
upon the subject during the past few days. On Sept. 29 the directors asked Mr. 
Tonkin to let them know the latest news, and they had received the following 
reply, dated Oct. 3:— 

** Vein in 173 level south 12 in. wide; north,9 in, Average assay last fortnight 
8 dwts.5 grs. Exploring rapidly, and economically large extent ground. Ma- 
chinery in good order.” 

That was the most satisfactory news they had had for some time, and the assay 
of the quartz was better; as they descended the assay went on increasing. 
(Hear, hear.) Before that the directors had decided to go on at Blair’s and 
Shaw’s shafts, and to go lowerin depth at Taylor’s shaft. The directors were 
now confirmed in that, and looked forward with great interest to the result. 
They were not without hope (although past experience would not allow them 
to be sanguine), and they thought that to abandon the undertaking at the pre- 
sent stage would be unwise. (Hear, hear.) Mr. John Taylor would be able to 
tell them of many mines in Australia where at first the results were as disap- 
pointing as in this, and it was only when they got toa considerable depth that 
they found good quartz in paying quantities. Gold mining was a lottery, but 
the directors were inclined to think that with sufficient funds in hand (about 
18,C002,) they should give the company another chance, (Hear, hear.) Not 
one of the directors he believed had sold a single share, and some of them had 
increased their holding. He was sorry not to see Mr. Bell-Davies present, but 
Mr. John Taylor was pe and would be ready to answer any questions, and 
explain tha position of the workings if the shareholders desired it. Personally 
he (the Chairman) was not experienced in mining of this kind, and it was only 
at the urgent solicitation of the directors, on the retirement of Sir William Oun- 
ninghame, that he accepted the position, and he should be glad if someone would 
at any timetake his place. It was for the shareholders to say what was the best 
course to beadopted. The directors were doing what they considered was best 
for the company. They considered the telegram from Oapt, Tonkin was of 
e* importance, and they knew that what he said would carry great weight ; 
is telegram was a hopeful one, and confirmed the views of the directors ex- 
pressed in the circular which had been sent out. A % 

Mr. ORLANDO WEBB (a director) said the Chairman had explained 
fully the object of the meeting, which was to ascertain the views of 
the general body of shareholders. He was sorry to see so few present, 
because the directors were always most happy to fall in with the 
views of the general body of shareholders. He was a director of the 
Nundydroog, and from there they had had three or four bars of gold sent home. 
That mine was under the managementfof Capt. Plummer; and he might say, 
without any desire to reflect upon anyone, that he greatly regretted that 
they did not originally employ or retain Capt. Plummer to manage the concern, 
for if Mysore had been under the management of Capt. Plummer he believed it 
would be in a much better position than it now was. In his letter Oapt. Plum- 
mer stated that he saw nothing which led him to believe ¢hat the mineral did 
not hold down, and that was really the important question—Did the lodes hold 
cown? The directors had formed an opinion upon the evidence which had been 
received, and that evidence went to show that this mine might, he did not say 
would, hold down; and, therefore, he thought it would be very unwise to 
abandon the work before it was ascertained wheeher the lodes did hold down or 
not. There was one thing which they knew, and that was that when Captain 
Rogers was in command he worked along at a certain district, and Capt. Rogers 
said that on one occasion when driving on the quartz he came to an end, and it 
seemed to die out ; but he was quite satisfied in his own mind that by driving 
further he would find it again. e did drive further, and in the course of time 
reported that he had met with it again, which completely confirmed his original 
belief. He certainly was of opinion that in the Mysore Company they ought 
to godown. He regretted that Mr. Bell-Davies was not present to-day. (Hear, 
hear.) He thought he ought to have been present as he had been requested to 
attend, and it was a great disappointment to the directors that he had not done 
so; but from the first Mr. Bell-Davies had said he was confident that these were 
true fissure veins, which appeared in our workings at the surface, and that they 
must go down, a at all the circumstances, he thought the shareholders 
would scarcely be justified in abandoning the undertaking until they went 
down; at all events, to the depth which Mr. Bell-Davies prescribed—300 feet. 
However, the shareholders had now the whole matter before them in the reports 
and circulars which had been sent round tothem, The directors were of opi- 
nion that they should go cn searching laterally,and also sinking. He regretted 
that so large a sum should have been already expended ; still the money which 
remained was sufficient to enable them to go down, and the directors thought, 
under the circumstances of the case, that it would be advisable to expend that 
money in going down. (Hear, hear.) If in the end they failed altogether they 
could not help it; they would have done their best. He and every member of 
the board had entered into the matter in the full belief that they would meet 
with something which was good. They had been disappointed; they had not 
met with that something oe up to the present time; but, looking at the 
money already invested in the concern, the directors thought they should carry 
on the work tothe utmost. (Hear, hear.) Whether that was the opinion of 
the shareholders at large it was forthemto say, At all events, the yee had 
before them the opinion of the board, and the directors thought it right to 
come before the shareholders and ask whether they concurred in that view, or 
whether they preferred any other course 

Mr. JOHN TAYLOR said that, as the name of Capt. Plummer had 
been mentioned, he might say that at meetings of the Nundydroog 
he had wed pe of stating what he knew about him. Capt. Plum- 
mer entered the service of the firm of which he (Mr. Taylor) was a 
member a number of years ago, and he was a man in whom the firm 
had every confidence. Oapt. Plummer had had great knowledge of gold mining, 
and his firm attached much importance to Oapt. Plummer’s opinion, The re- 
commendation placed before the shareholders tocontinue working was a sensible 
onr, and itjwas for the shareholders to say how long the directors should con- 
duct the operations on a certain scale for a certain period. It was a basaltio 
rock, which occurred in bands, and he agreed with his brother that this was an 
unfavourable feature. But there were other examples in which mining had 
been successful in such a formation... The Mysore Oompany’s property was 
equipped with admirable machinery for conducting the operation of continuing 
to open up the mine, and with pamping and drawing machinery to bring the 
stuff to surface. The stamping machinery was all on the mine. It was not 
ready to work, but it could easily be got ready if it were found desirable. The 
shaft sinking was carried on at a very low rate. There were many reasons why 
they should continue a certain period longer before they contemplated the 
idea of stopping operations. (Hear, hear.) For his own part he should like to 
see the operations carried on vigorously, not only at one or two points, but at 
several points. If they did not meet with what they wanted at one place, it 
would give them the chance of meeting with it on some other portion of the 
field. The southern portion was looked upon with more favour than the 
northern portion,and they should carry on operations at Shaw’s shaft, and also 
at Taylor's shaft. (Hear, hear.) 

Capt. Jouns expressed his disappointment that Mr. Bell-Davies was not pre- 
sent. Mr. Bell-Davies was a man of great experience, and, without wishing in 
the slightest degree to disparage Mr. Frank Taylor's opinion, he thought they 
should be guided very much by the opinion of Mr. Bell-Davies, and also - the 
opinion of Capt. Plummer. He thought that the board were not quite right in 
expending so much money on 80 many different points, and thought they would 
have done better to have worked deeper at two or three points, as he believed 
they would be more likely to find the gold lower down. He thought the right 
course for the shareholders to take was to support the directors in working 
lower down, and if it met with the approval of the shareholders he would move 
a resolution tothe effect that the directors be requested to expend the last 
farthing in the coffers of the company in sinking upon the best possible spot in 
one shaft. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Joun Tay or said that a number of the so-called shafts were really nothing 
more than what, in this country, would be called trial pits. He agreed with 
Capt. Johns that it was best to concentrate their efforts on certain points; but, 
at the same time, it had been right to try and find the continuity of veins 
which they could look upon as true fissure veins down to a certain depth, before 
they sunk upon the hard rock. If it was thought right to concentrate their 
efforts, it was better to do so at Taylor’s and Shaw’s shafts. 

General BEeREsForD said that the opinion of Mr. Hammond (who had now 
gone to the Transvaal) was, that the veins would hold in deep sinking. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he attached great importance to the telegram last 
received from the company’s manager at the mine, which had already been read, 
and all the more so because Capt. Tonkin knew that the message he was to send 





would very likely exercise a considerable influence on the decision the meeting 
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arrived at on this occasion. He (the Ohairman) quite concurred in the opinion 
expressed by Mr. Johns, that operations at the mine ought to be confined totwo 
points, and those two points should be Shaw’s shaft and Taylor’s shaft, thus 
enabling them to ascertain the state of the ground at those two places at consi- 
derable depths. If they went down there to the extent of 300 ft., which was the 
original depth s gested by Mr. Davis in his report—a decision which he be- 
lieved and hoped the meeting would agree to—he was convinced they would be 
sanctioning a policy for the interests of all concerned. 

Mr. O. Wexs said that doubts had been thrown broadcast of lateas to whether 
there was any gold at all produced in India—whether, in fact, the Mysore was 
not altogether a myth. He thought that the workings of the ancients were a 
complete answer to such statements. There was no doubt whatever that gold 
had been found, and to a very considerable extent. Of course, it was impossible 
to tell what might be found still lowerdown. They might, or they ae not, 
meet with something rich enough to amply repay the working and yield profits. 

General BERESFORD said that the last 19 cwts. of stone at Balaghat gave 
34 ozs.; that was to say, the last 19 ewts. out of a total quantity of 44 tons. 

Mr. J. TAYLOR observed that Capt. Plummer, who had treated a considerable 
number of tons at the Nundydroog Mine with Elephant stamps, and sent home 
as the result threefbars of gold, was of opinion that 6 to 7 dwts. would pay the 
working cost, anything beyond of course being profit. 

Mr. Jouns then moved—“ That the shareholders having had the opportunity 
of having the affairs of the company fully explained, request the directors 
to concentrate all future works at two points only.” 

Mr. MARK SHEPHERD said that up to this time the directors had the full con- 
fidence of the shareholders, and that the executive should not be interfered 
with in their work, If the resolutions were to be framed to read “ at such 
points as the directors in their discretion think best” he thought it would meet 
the requirements of the case. Having confidence in the directors the meeting 
should pass a general in contradistinction to a particular resolution. 

After a few words from Mr. Harvey, the CHAIRMAN, while endorsing Mr. 
John’s view that the energies of the miners should be concentrated as much as 
possible at one or two points, thought it might be better to substitute for the 
words ‘‘at two points only” the words “ at a few points only,” thus leaving a 
little more to the judgment of the board, 

Mr. Jouns concurred in this opinion, and Mr. MARK SHEPHERD having se- 
conded , the resolution as thus amended was put to the meeting and unani- 
mously adopted. 

Mr. Harvey then proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman, and expressed 
a hope that that gentleman would see his way to remain at the head of the 
company, for a short time at all events.——A SHAREHOLDER having seconded 
the motion, it was carried unanimously, 

The OHAIRMAN expressed his acknowledgments for this renewed mark of con- 
fidence, remarking that he felt his incapacity for the position, which he would 
never have consented to fill at all if the mine had not been in the hands of such 
good managers as Messrs. John Taylor and Sons—the best hands, perhaps, for 
such'an enterprise in the City of London.—The proceediags then terminated. 





KAPANGA GOLD MINING COMPANY OF NEW ZEALAND. 


An extraordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at 
the offices of the company, Dashwood House, New Broad-street, on 
Tuesday—Mr. TUFNELL SOUTHGATE (the Chairman of the com- 
pany) in the chair—for the purpose of taking into consideration the 
present position of the company, and of passing such resolutions 
thereon as might be deemed expedient. 

Mr. W. J. LAVINGTON (the secretary) read the notice calling the 
meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, we have called you together 
to-day to take you into council with us as to what is the best course 
to adopt with respect to the present position of matters. It will be 
in your recollection that at the last annual meeting (at which I was 
not, unfortunately, able to be present, owing to ill-health), certain 
suggestions were made by you that the directors should make the necessary 
arrangements for sending out a competent inspector to the mine to thoroughly 
overhaul it, and report to us as to whether it was a property on which we should 
spend any more money or not. The directors, with the view of giving effect to 
what you wished done, caused advertisements to be put in the papers, and 
have been in negociation with several good and proper mining men, with 
the view of sending one of them out to New Zealand. You were told by Mr. 
Watson, who was then in the chair, that to enable this to be done you must 
find the necessary funds, and that, in point of fact, the uncalled capital, 
amounting to something between 4000 and 5000 shares, should be subscribed 
pro rata amongst the shareholders who had not already taken their proportion. 
We set to work, and we have been in negociation with three or four very good 
men, and no doubt we could make arrangements to dispatch some one to New 
Zealand at an early date ; but you have not come forward and subscribed for 
these uncalled shares. What reason there may be for that I do not know; but 
I daresay I could find one. Lam not surprised at it; but if you want the mine 
inspected, and want to send a competent man out, and keeping the mine going 
whilst he is there, and to come back, you must find the necessary cash to enable 
the directors to doit. The result of Kapangais very depressing indeed, and I 
think the return of 25 ozs. of gold per month, which it takes 500/. to get, is not 
encouraging. But, on the other hand, you have a mine which returns 2 ozs, of 
gold to’the ton, and [ think it is obvious that before we throw it up, or give it 
away to somebody else, we thould be advised by some competent person as to 
whether it is worth spending any more money upon it; because you know 
sometimes in mining matters we arrive at this—that directly the property is 
transferred from one company to another its powers of production are wonder- 
fully increased. I do not know quite what your views upon the matter are; the 
views of the boardfare that money must be found, The question is, if you ar- 
rive at that conclusion, whatis the best way to doit? Ithink there is no doubt 
we could get a man, and dispatch him, and settle with him a code of questions, and 
I think within ten weeks of his leaving England we could get'a reply from him 
as to whether we are justified in spending more money upon the mine. But to do 
that money is required. Our appeals to the shareholders as to taking up these other 
shares have not been successful, and for my part I did not expect they would be. 
It is very difficult to persuade shareholders when they can buy shares for 53. in 
the market to give you 12s, 6d.forthem. Now comes the [question how the 
money is tobe raised. If you agree with me and the rest of the board in think- 
ing it is judicious to send a man to New Zealand to report upon the mine (as you 
thought at the last meeting), I shall have a plan to propose to you by which we 
think money may be found for this purpose. I do not know that I need say 
anything about it now. But the meeting iscalled to take you into council, and 
Lhope shareholders will thoroughly ventilate the matter, and express their 
feeling, as the board wish to be in possession of it, and if you arrive at the con- 
elusion that it is advisable to send a man out to New Zealand, { will shadow 
forth what the board think are the means which may be taken to raise some 
sort of capital. 

Mr, ScHorieLp : What will it cost? —-—The Omarrman ; About 500/., including 
expenses. 

2 Suanemotpan asked whether an honest and competent man could not be 
found in New Zealand to inspect the mine and report to the board P——The Owarr- 
MAN; It is necessary for the directors to havea personal interview with whom- 
soever we engage. Supposing he arrives at the conclusion that the mine is a 
valuable ohe, we should have to make arrangements with him to take over the 
mine from Capt. Thomas, 

A SHAREHOLDER said that beyond that a local man would always be more or 
less subject to local influence. 

Mr. ScHorretp: You have had the mine inspected by local men before :—— 
The CHAIRMAN: Yes. 

Mr, SCHOFIELD: They all hang together. You must send out an independent 
man, who will speak the truth, and defy the devil himself. 

A SHAREHOLDER: Is thereany later telegrams P——The CHAIRMAN: The latest 
is that we had treated 25 tons, and the result was 40 ozs., or about 1% oz. per ton, 

Mr. SCHOFIELD said it seemed if they sunk deeper and drove longitudinally 
the mine was likely to increase in value, There was plenty of quartz, and rich 
quartz, but there was not enough of it. The cost of 500/. per month was extra- 
vagant, and he very much questioned whether justice had been done tu the 
mine. He asked if the directors could not raise money on mortgage of the ma-

He would suggest a resolution to the effect that it was the opinion 
of the meeting that it was desirable to send out a man duly qualified to make 
the necessary examination. 

The CHAIRMAN; It is abundantly clear you will not take the shares; you 
have not subscribed for them, and we have appealed to you two or three times 
with respect to them. The directors think there should be a subscription of 
ls, 6d. per share called up, and that the property should be transferred to 
trustees who would hold the property in trust, in the first place, for the gentle- 
men whosubscribed the amount: in effect, raising the money by subscription 
debentures of 1s, 6d. per share, Also we should them interest at the rate 
of 1. per cent. per annum, which would find sufficient tunds to pay everything. 
There is no debt in this country to any extent, with the exception of 100/. or 
200/., and we could, in the interim, arrange to send out a gentleman, and have 
his personal views, and give him full instructions as to what our views are, and 
arrange a proper code by which he could answer our questions seriatim, Within 
10 weeks from the time he left this country we could get his reply, and call you 
gentlemen together and submit to you what he says upon the subject. 

Mr. Scuorixz cp : It is a feasible plan; how much money would it raise? 

The CHAIRMAN: There are over 84,000 shares, 

Mr. ScHorFIELD: That would be over 60002. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked whether they had lost confidence in the manager of 
the mines. Gould not yy tell the manager that the company was hard 
up P——The CuarrnmMan; He has heard that pretty often. He has had the views 

the board conveyed to him, The manager had two or three times led the 
directors to believe they were on the verge of success, and thea had disappointed 
them. 

Mr. Grons said he thought the present manager (Capt, Thomas) was not suffi- 
eiently qualified to carry out the mine, and suggested a change should be made, 
and thata thoroughly qualified man should be sent out, He believed the mine 
was capable of great things, and it would be suicidal on the part of the share- 
holders if they did not find the money which the Chairman had shadowed 
forth, co that the company could be carried on in a proper and business-like way. 

A conversation ensued as tothe best way of raising the money. A very gene- 
ral opinion was expressed regarding the value of the property, and the great 
desirability of keeping it in the hands of the company, and in the end the fol- 
lowing resolution was proposed by Mr. SCHOFLELD, seconded by Mr. BoLton, and 
carried unanimously :- 

“That the method of raising the money required to carry on the operations 
of the company, and have the property properly inspected, be Jeft in the hands 
of the directors, to obtain either by way of loan, debentures, or any other way 
they may deem desirable, the required amount.” 





The CHAIRMAN said it was important the money should be raised promptly, 
so that a man be sent out at once. 
A vote of thanks to the Chairman closed the proceedings. 


SIERRA BUTTES GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


The ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the City 
Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street, on Thursday, 

Mr. FREDERICK TENDRON (Chairman of the company) presiding. 

Mr. JOHN SAvL (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting. The reports and accounts were taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, we have received the clean up 
for the month of September, and it will be sent out to you to-night 
with the dividend warrants. That for Sierra Buttes was $20,328, 
and the expenses were $14,265, leaving $6073 as the profit for the 
month, That profit is satisfactory, because at the end of the pre- 
ceding month, and in the early part of September, we had a fire 
raging in one of the ravines across which the flume is carried that 
brings the water from the lakes to work the mill; and it shows clearly that the 
damage was of a trifling nature, and did not for any length of time impede the 
operations at the mill, 260) tons having been stamped during the month. The 
flume is six miles long, and winds round the side of the Sierra Buttes moun- 
tain. There are various ravines crossed, and in these ravines a very thick sort 
ofj bush grows, called “ chaparal,” and in this instance the stunted trees and 
bushes extended a considerable distance down, and at one time the Sierra City 
was in danger; but the inhabitants turned out and our own men also—our own 
men at considerable risk to themselves—and managed to keep the fire suffi- 
ciently away from the flume to prevent any serious damage. As far as the 
case of the flume is concerned, we suppose that 200/. will repair the damage 
done, and we may congratulate ourselves on having escaped without more 
serious damage. Speaking of the flume and the fire induces me naturally to 
address you on the breaking of the Sardine dam. I told you at the last meet- 
ing that claims were sent in against the company, and if those claims had been 
reasonable claims—as we knew that the people had sustained damage—we 
shouid have been inclined to deal liberally with them, and settle at once ; but 
advantage was taken of the circumstance to send in claims which we consi- 
dered unreasonable, and the only course open was to fight the question, 
and while the fighting was going on to, fr possible, effect a compromise, 
Mr. Johns has managed to effect a compromise of the whole of the claims 
against us with the exception of two small claims, the amount of which 
has not yet been rendered; but they cannot be of any moment, and he has 
settled the whole of these disputed claims for a trifle over the sum of 3000/. 
—the whole cost to the company will be very little over 3000. Of course, the 
decision in the first instance was against the company—it nouaeany would be in 
the locality itself. We appealed to San Francisco, and it was while the <—— 
was going on that Mr, Johns exercised a wise discretion and brought the whole 
matter to a termination, for I have often seen that however positive your solici- 
tors may be that you will win a case you will very often lose it. I fancy it is 
the case here as well asin America. Of course, the board were a little uneasy 
in this instance, for we felt that if the Sardine dam gave way the other dams 
might also tte way, and we requested Mr. Johns to report ogres f on the 
condition of the other dams, and he has reported to us that they are all in very 
good condition. The other dams are, asa rule, narrower than the Sardine dam, 
and if by any misfortune a dam should give way it would do very little damage 
from the nature of its position—the other dams being on a much more even sur- 
face than the ground contiguous tothe Sardine dam.

If the vein only behaves as we expect 
it will, there is no shadow of doubt about it that we shall pay the dividend, 
but, of course, we cannot make oy promise.

Daw’s house at half-past nine, you could readily 
understand, after journeying from six in the morning until that hour, I was 
somewhat fatigued. However, at eight o’clock the following day, I p 

go through the various levels and workings of the mine; the slight sketch 
whichI give you will be sufficient to show the ition of the mountain and 
its various adits. I first went into No. 1, which had been worked man 
years back, and, of course, had been stoped to surface. It was throug 
these workings that Capt. Daw was able to get some large cast - iron 
wheels of 8 ft. diameter into No. 2 adit. Of course in No, 1 there is 
at present no work going forward. I then went into No.2; at about 
200 fathoms from the mouth I came upon Murchison’s shaft, and 75 
fathoms further on York’s shaft, Daw’s being 100 fathoms a head of this, 
The two former shafts will have machinery erected within the next few weeks, 
And as I proceeded forward I was greatly astonished at the enormous quantity 
of ore in sight, and especially at the extreme end of the adit, clearly settin 
forth that the further we proceed into the mountain the richer is the ore, as 
shall be able to show you later on, also its improvement in depth. No. 2 adit is 
now connected with the adit going at right angles due north, which had been 
made at an enormous cost by the former company, leaving some 9 or 10 fms. to 
complete. This has since been accomplished by Oapt. Daw, and, as you must be 
aware, gives perfect ventilation to the wholeof the mine, On arriving at the 
mouth of the north adit I proceeded along a path a short distance, there being a 
deep ravine on my right, some 50 or 60 ft. through which runs the greater bulk 
of the water to the River Omdahl before spoken of, giving an abundant sipply 
for our turbine, The machinery is now all erected on the poops mountain, 
and in a house of 34 by 44 ft, communicating with the path of the north adit by 
a strong and well-built bridge. The turbine is of 200-horse power, and I believe 
is one of the finest ever erected, not only in this country, but in any other. 
There is connected with the machinery a large pipe, passing up the side of the 
mountain about 160 ft. in length, up which I ascended with Mr. Daw, jun., for 
the purpose of inspecting a launder 50 ft. in length, and a sluice about 150 ft. to 
the waterfall, the whole of the water being at our command, and gives a supply 
in the very driest season sufficient to work 50 such turbines, s0 you will see that 
we could never fall short of the motive power. The pipes from the turbines 
pass over the bridge and along the road to the north adit, about 70 fms, through 
which it passes to Murchison and York’s engine, in course of erection. I then 
bent{my course round the hill,as you will see bythe sketch to No. 3, the distance 
beinglabout a mile. At 250 fms. I entered upon the sinking of Murchison’s shaft, 
which is 40 fms, below No. 3,and York’s at 4fms.,and Daw’s 10 fms., and it 
was very gratifying to look upon the ore in various points and note how the 
lode had increased in value, compared with No. 2.

GREAT LAXEY MINING COMPANY. 


The annual general meeting of shareholders was held at St, James 
Hall, Douglas, on Wednesday,—Mr. G. W. DUMBELL in the chair.< 

The SECRETARY read the notice convening the meeting, and the 
report of the directors, which stated :— 

In meeting the shareholders after furnishing the half-yearly accounts made 
up to Aug. 4, the directors have nothing very bright to lay before them, and the 
amount of ‘‘ dead work” that has taken place has been a very heavy cost with- 
out present return. We have to add the continued depression in the metal 
market, and the great falling off in our raisings of blende ore—yet there are 
points in the underground oe that give our managers hopes that better 
things will speedily turn up, and the Old Great Laxey be itself again. We 
yesterday declared a quarterly dividend of 5s. ashare, which will bea comfort to 
many of our friends. 

The CHAIRMAN remarked that it was a short report, with not much 
in it, and there was not much that could be put in it, because they 
had nothing extraordinary to communicate to the shareholders, They 
fully believed, and they were so instructed by their managers, that 
there are bright spots in Great Laxey, fand confidently expect 
better things will be shown before very long. But at present, taking into ac- 
count all dead work and the falling off in the produce of the mine, they are not 
ina position to boast, and all they could say is that they believe that the 
mine is honestly and well worked, and that it will shortly resume its 
former position. Our returns last half-year are, the Chairman continued, 
11,0002. less than the previous half-year. Now, Old Laxey has borne this in a 
manner in which very few other mines could have borne it, and still carry on 
the regular workings at the same time. Iam not aware of any work bein 
neglected on account of the expense necessary to carry iton. I have not hear 
anyone as much as suggest that anything should be neglected in the ordinary 
oe vara workings, and I hope we never shall. if the mine is not capable of 

eing carried on well, substantially and scientifically, without picking the eyes 
out of it in order to keep it up for the moment, I hope I shall never have any- 
thing to do with it. We could have taken a great deal more ore out of the mine 
if we had given up the dead work, which we ought always to carry on,and gone 
to the good spots, worked them, and sold the stuff; but where would we be 
afterwards if we had done that? We would be in the position, I remember, Great 
Laxey being brought to many years ago, before it was a public company. The 
result then was very gratifying for the moment, but it was very unsatisfactory 
when you came to find that the places that ought to have been worked were 
not, and that levels were filled up with “ deads,” that had afterwards to be 
cleared in order to make some of the grandest discoveries we ever had 
in the mine. Now, I hope we shall never see that again, If we can- 
not carry on the mine well and properly it should be handed over to 
someone who would, at all events, do it at some time or other. We 
have put up a variety of new machinery, and we have used the rock-drills 
very considerably. Anyone who understands the system of the drills will be 
aware of the immense amount of work that can be done by their use as com- 
pared with the ordinarv hand labour ; and not only that, but the men working 
the rock-drill on bargain make capital wages. The men did not at first like 
using the rock-drill; but they crept up one after another, and the men who 
have them do well. e now use the drills continually, and we keep re- 
placing them from time to time; and really the amount of work accomplished 
by their means is surprising. We have great confidence in the men whg have 
the management of the mine. We believe they are honestly and faithfully 
discharging their duties in the best way they can, and we are quite satisfied 
with all those we have under us. Yesterday, when we met, we voted to our 
secretary and to the two managers the gratuity which we have been in the 
habit, once a year for some length of time, of offering to them at this the 
annual meeting of the company. e offered to them the same gratuity because 
it is not their fault that the ore is not in the mine and is not discovered, I 
contend for it, whoever may think otherwise, that whatever reductions are 
made they should be made in something else before we reduce the 
gratuity to our servants. I think, and I say it without fear, that before 
we attempt to cut off the gratuities to the secretary and managers we 
shonld cut off the directors’ fees. I know there is an opinion that we should 
not have voted this money—5S0/, each to the managers and 100/. to the secretary 
—it is said we did wrong. I do not mind who says so, I say distinctly cut 
it off the directors first, but not off the men in an inferior position who are 
doing the work, and without whose ardent, anxious desire to work we could do 
nothing. The directors cannot work the mine themselves, they have not the 
knowledge to do the work. With regard to the secretary, he comes to me every 
morning at 9°30, and we go through the whole of the correspondence and the 
reports from the mine, and we fix everything that is necessary to be done, and 
that we have the power of arranging with the managers. Now,I say that the 
man who does that has a right to be considered, just as I would like myself to 
be considered in the same way for that matter. It is no use talking about the 
directors; you must have under you men who will work, and unless you do 
what is fair by them you will not get fair play from them, There is one thing 
and that is that I do not believe there is a mine in the kingdom that pays their 
men as well as Great Laxey. I have had several reports from various places, 





and they all support that statement. We have now no labourers in the mine. 
All the men we pay are miners, and they arrange with the labourers on theirown 
terms. There is no instance in which the average wages are not liberal and good. 
They sometimes turn out in favour of the men working the bargain, and occa; 
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sionally they turn out —— the men. But, generally speaking, if their wages 
happen to be very low it is want of energy or ability. Of course some men 
do not make the same money as others, and they do not cut the same 
amount of ground that others do. I see the bargains every month, and I 
know which men get the catch and which come off second best, therefore 1 am 
in a position togive you an opinion, and I tell you no mine inthe kingdom pays 
their men better wages than Great ope There are various points I do not go 
into with reference to the state of the mine, and there are some I have not even 
named to my co-directors which occur to me in my individual capacity, but Ido 
expect to be able to give at the next meeting a better report altogether about 
the mine and the position of it than Iam able at present todo. I think you 
will all agree with me that we should be careful not to do ——s to harm the 
mine. I now make the formal motion that the accounts as furnished, and the 
report of the directors, be received and passed.—Mr. P. KILLRy seconded the 
motion, and it was, after a brief discussion, unanimously agreed to. 
The retiring directors—Mr, F. Broadbent and Major P. Mosley—were re- 
elected, and Messrs. M, M, Buidsonand F. Falkner were re-appointed auditors, 
The CHAIRMAN: Carrying out the line of argument I have introduced to-day, 
I think it is our duty to offer our thanks to the secretary, the managers, and all 
the officers of the mine, for the energy and attention that they have displayed 
on behalf of the company, and to express the hope that they will continue un- 
weariedly to study the interests of the company without making it a matter of 
etting ore or not getting ore, but that the work be done in the way they con- 
sider it their duty to do it on behalf of the company as a per t institution 
Mr. KILLey seconded the motion, and it was carried unanimously. 
Mr. Roesrs: I think the best way of expressing my thanks will be to make 
them as brief as I am sure they are sincere—that is to say, I thank you for the 
ood character you have given me to-day, and for the handsome way in which 
ou have recognised anything I may have done in the past. I am very pleased 
with what you have given me to-day, because it is based upon the experience of 
not one day or of two days, but upon 12 years, and I hope, Sir, should God spare 
you, you may be enabled to repeat it 12 years hence. The Chairman has given 
us a brief, and I think wisely a very brief, outline of our present position. There 
isno doubt but that the mine is in a very critical position, and it needs all the 
energy and ability that directors, secretary, managers, and men can bestow upon 
it, and then there is no doubt Great Laxey will be &selif once again.} 
Capt. REDDICLIFFE and Capt. Rowe also acknowledged the vote, and thanks 
having been unanimously voted to the Chairman and acknowledged, the meet- 
ing separated. 


GLASGOW CARADON COPPER COMPANY. 


An extraordinary general meeting was held at Glasgow on Oct. 4, 
Mr. ARCHIBALD ARROL in the chair. 

Mr. WATSON (the secretary) read the notice convening the meet- 
ing and the resolutions to be submitted. 

The CHAIRMAN regretted that the meeting was not a more encou- 
raging one. From the reports of their engineer, Capt. Taylor, who 
was present that day, the directors had, however, thought that more 
money should at once be raised and the mine developed. Besides Capt. 
Taylor’s report on the mine, which had already been issued to the 
shareholders, they had received one from Capt. Holman, who was 
thoroughly conversant, not only with the company’s mine, but the 
other mines in the neighbourhood. Capt. Holman’s report must be 
considered very encouraging to all the shareholders. Before he moved the reso- 
lutions it would be as well to hear what Oapt. Taylor had to say about the mine. 
To abandon the mine now would be, the Chairman thought, very unwise, seeing 
that the expenditure of a little more money would enable them to sink the 
shaft to the deeper levels, in order to see what ore, if any, was there. 

Mr. TAYLOR said he had little to add to what was contained in his report 
issued to the shareholders last week. A little money was required to carry out 
what he recommended to be done, and he believed that if what he recom- 
mended was done the company would soon be paying dividends once more. 
There were two very good lodes at the bottom of the 114 level, and if they 
improved, or even continued as good at the 126—tke depth to which they pro- 
posed sinking the shaft—the company would be able to pay adividend. There 
was no doubt about that. The speaker afterwards explained the other works 
proposed to be done in developing the mine. 

The CHAIRMAN said he had got the machinery, &c., at the mine valued by 
Mr. Matthew, who was an engineer in the district, and the value of the plant 
was by his computation 5285/. At the present rate they were going behind 
about 100/,a month, but this included the cost of developing the mine, which 
was so far unremunerative work, but which they must carry on, unless they 
wanted the mine to stand idle altogether. To develope the mine the shaft must 
be sunk to the 126, because that was the point which would test the value of 
the mine, and the directors were very anxious that the work should be gone on 
with. 

The SECRETARY, in reply toa SHAREHOLDER, said that the bank over-draft 
(about 190/,) was all the debtdue by the company. They were remitting 380/. to 
the mine that day for wages, and that with the 200/, or thereabouts previously 
owlng, made the entire floating debt 580. They would have another sale of ore 
by the time the next cost was made up. 

The CHAIRMAN remarked that the price of copper of course very much affected 
the returns from the mine. Unfortunately they were not smelters themselves, 
and in afalling market the smelters who bought the company’s ore always 
looked to their own interests, and gave a lower price than the actual quotation. 
The copper contents from their property were better than the average of the 
other mines in the neighbourhood. There was a mine alongside theirs—the 
South Caradon—and as their lodes ran into the Glasgow Caradon, he had no 
doubt that the former company would be very glad to acquire the Glasgow 
Mine. The South Caradon was down to 200 fms. 

Mr. Smiru said that after the Chairman’s remarks he thought it extremely 
desirable that the additional capital should be raised. He had one objection to 
the directors’ proposal, and that was that they proposed to take power for too 
little money. He suggested that the mine should be put on the Cost-book Sys- 
tem, and a call of 1s. 6d. per share made, That would yield over 5000/. The 
40002. proposed to be raised should be made absolutely preferential, and the divi- 
dend should be at the rate of 7 per cent., and should be cumulative. 

The CHAIRMAN said the directors, of course, though that the dividend on the 
proposed new capital should be cumulative. They would take into considera- 
tion Mr. Smith's suggestion that the new capital should be preferential in the 
event of the company being wound up. 

The resolutions necessary for sanctioning the financial scheme proposed b 
the directors were after some discussion unanimously carried, and the proceed- 
ings terminated in the usual manner.

REMARKS.—Since this day week our markets have not undergone 
any particular change, but in some metals quotations are somewhat 
easier, a limited amount of business only having been transacted, and 
mostly at very unremunerative prices, if not actual loss; but this is 
nothing new, as complaints of the unprofitable character of business 
have been very general for some time past. It is no doubt at all times ex- 
tremely unsatisfactory to have to submitjto objectionable terms, but sellers must 
not expeet that the markets will always favour their interests. Oircumstances 
arise when it is necessary to make reductions, and it is invariably found better 
to meet the various turns of the markets than to run counterto them, Just 
now there is nothing whatever in the state of things to look for any immediate 
improvement; but on the contrary, there will probably be less doing, conse- 
quently, it would be useless to make any effort to establish a rise, whereas 
lower rates might give a stimulus to the demand. At the moment scarcely any 
branch of trade is free from the depressing influence, and in some quarters the 
tension is so great that it is feared a collapse may take place unless some unfore- 
seen event speedily occurs to afford relief. There is no disposition apparently 
on the part of investors to risk their capital and come to the rescue, Specula- 
torsare pretty well played out, and dealers are not prepared to make large 
purchases unless at considerably cheaper prices. Hitherto the maintenance of 

rices have been in great measure preserved by holders clinging to their stocks ; 
Bat the time seems to be fast approaching when realisations and concessions 
must be made, The autumn quarter, which was so confidently looked forward 
to with such great expectations, is rapidly passing away without producing the 
least signs of amendment, and the future appears to be as gloomy as the present 
is dull and depressirg. 

Sellers may put on a bold front, and endeavour to struggle against existing 
drawbacks, in the hope that something will turn up in their favour, but it will 
require strenuous exertions to overcome the difficulties ahead. It would be 
taking an exceedingly sanguine view to —= better prices can be obtained 
at a time when trade is likely to be falling off, which will doubtless be the case 
in the course of a few weeks, as we shall then be entering upon the winter 
season, usually the dullest of the whole year. If sellers have not been able to 
turn to account the recent good deliveries how can it be expected that they will 
be able to realise better rates under less favourable circumstances and oppor- 
tunities ? The chance of prices rallying may be said to have gone for the pre- 
sent season, and cheaper rates may fairly be anticipated. Supplies are excessive. 
Stocks have been rather added to than diminished, and as long as production 
exceeds the demand prices must tend downwards. It is discouraging for the 
commercial community to experience bard times at this particular juncture, as 


prospects of a revival. According to the Revenue Returns, the railway traffic, 
and the exports, the prosperity of the country appears to be on the decline. 
Profits and commissions are cut down toa minimum, and not at all commen- 
surate with the trouble and risk incurred. The commercial affairs of America 
and Canada appear to be little, if any, better than those of this country, for it 
is reported from both places that there is a great increase in the number of 
failures as well as in the amount of liabillties. Many of the foreign markets are 


still overstocked and require time to revive, and credits will have to be renewed. 
It will indeed be fortunate if this severe depression passes away withtut bring- 
ing about a semi-panic and causing casualties of an extensive and important 
character, and it will need extreme caution, and the exercise of great vigilance 
to avoid making losses by bad debts and depreciation of market rates; and in 
order to escape as much as possible serious and heavy losses it is always well to 
act upon the good old rule, adopted by most business men—to cut a loss at the 
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Ses of a retrograde movement, since delays are dangerous and hesitation 
8 fatal. 


CopreR.—This metal is very unsettled. Daring the week sundry 
sales have been made on easier terms. 
Monday and Tuesday for Chili bars was 62/. 2s. 6d. cash, and on 
Wednesday 617. 15s., but on Thursday they were further reduced to 
611., and to-day 607. 17s. 6d. Such a sudden fall in prices has taken 
many by surprise, but it was known that the market had been artificially buoyed 
up for along time past, and that the fall was merely a question of time. e- 
liveries lately have been satisfactory, but there has been too much importance 
attached to them, as the question of supply has quite as much to do with the 
regulating of priees, and to arrive at a proper conclusion respecting the market 
the twothings must always be considered together; and in comgerns: the one 
with the other it will be found that supplies are excessive,and stocks are about, 
a thousand times larger than they were. This in the face of a limited demand 
could only have one result—that of lower prices. The reduction, at§present, is 
trifling, and bas only slightly agitated the market ;fbut in the event of heavy 
charters being announced lower sales will undoubtedly follow, and the market 
may then assume amore critical position. It is absolutely necessary that there 
should be a reduction in price or a reduction in stocks. The last published 
figures show the latter to have increased, it is, therefore, only natural that prices 
decline, There must be sometemptation offered to buyers to come forward 
otherwise the market will be neglected and sink [of its own weight. Manufac- 
turers state that they are pretty well off forjorders for Indiansheets at fair prices ; 
there is, however, nothing doing at the moment as the Oalcutta holidays are on 
and the other Indian markets ara eluggish. 1 

Iron.—There is a fair enquiry for manufactured iron, but buyers 
are not willing to give out therr orders freely at the advanced prices 
asked by sellers. Although the slight advance in the price of coal 
tends to stiffen rates, yet it is difficult to obtain higher prices for iron 
than those at which business has lately been transacted. The limits 
from abroad are so low that there is no inducement to accept them. This week 
orders from the East are rather scarce, owing to the Calcutta holidays, but it is 
hoped ere long the demand will improve ; at the same time, it isas well not tobe 
too hopeful, for fear of disappointment. The Cape markets are still in a very 
depressed condition, and shipments are mostly for adjustment of stocks. Rails 
are in limited demand, notwithstanding the low prices at which they can be 
bought ; but there are no new lines to be made for which fresh orders will be 
placed. Swedish bars are fairly steady, but sellers cannot obtain any improved 
sales, 9/. 10s, being the full price for good Indian assortments, and 8/, 12s. 6a. to 
81. 15s. for 3 x 5%. As the Baltic ok nog ay will, probably, soon be over, there 
ought to be a better chance for realising higher prices; but the foreign markets 
are already so well stocked that they have sufficient to carry them on for some 
time tocome. The accounts from the country districts are,jon the whole, a little 
encouraging, but they seem to suffer from the same cause as affects our market 
—a fair enquiry, but at unremunerative prices. The agitation amongst the 
miners in the Sheffield district for an advance of 15 percent., although not 
likely to be agreed to, yet keep things there in an unsettled condition. The trade 
is not so prosperous just now that employers can afford t> pay increased wages, 
and it would be very inopportune on the part of the men to strike. Thedemand 
is on the deeline for America, and the home consumption is invariably smaller 
towards the winter quarter. 

The Birmingham makers report the works to be fairly well employed upon 
orders requiring tobe finished during this month, but comparatively little fresh 
business is doing, but this partly accounted for by the firmness of sellers and 
the increased prices demanded, and the threatened strikes of the men in some 
branches of the hardware trade. The Middlesborough marketis reported steady, 
not from any improvement in the demand, but to the pretty firm feeling dis- 
played by sellers. Shipments, however, do not compare favuurably, but it is 
expected that they will increase during the next few weeks, after which time 
they will probably again fall off, as it will be getting too late for shipping to 
the northern ports, Steel rail makers in this district appear to be slack of 
orders, and complain sadly of the bad prices now ruling, In Wales the wages 
question has been settled by the men agreeing to accept a reduction of 10 per 
cent.—a very wise decision on their part, when business is so slack and only un- 
profitable business can be secured. We trust the concession will enable the iron- 
masters to give their men full confidence throughout the winter, The Quarterly 
Meeting of ironmasters took place at Wolverhampton on Wednesday, and it was 
resolved to adhere to 7/. 10s, for marked bars, but ordinary quality were quoted 
6/, 15s. to 7/,, and common 6/. to 6/, 15s,, and their rates were confirmed at the 
subsequent meeting on Thursday at Birmingham. 

In Scotch pigs prices have slightly fluctuated; but the highest prices 
have not been maintained. In Glasgow some of the dealers are san- 

uine of raising the market, and report the tone of the market to have 

een much better, and business more active. Several furnances have 
been damped down, and the agitation in the mining districts, leading to 
diminished production and increased cost, are thought to be } sufficient 
reasons for establishing a permanent rise in prices; but the shipments 
last week were 472 tons less than those compared with the same period last year.

T1n.—In sympathy with other metals this article has dropped in 
value, and although the spot stock is known to be small, and that a 
rally in price might occur at any moment, yet holders are timid of 
retaining any quantity in their hands at such clear prices, espe- 
cially when all other metals stand so comparatively low.

RECOVERY OF SULPHUR FROM SULPHURETTED 
HYDROGEN, 

To obtain sulphur from sulphuretted hydrogen by its combustion 
with a limited proportion of oxygen or of atmospheric air, either 
at the ordinary or at an elevated temperature, Mr. P. J. WORSLEY, 
of Netham Chemical Works, Bristol, proposes to use an apparatus, 
which consists of a closed chamber or vessel in which the combustion 
takes place, and which prevents access of air except as admitted by 
the regulator. From this chamber a (close) pipe leads the sulphur 
vapour and other products of combustion to a condenser, in which 
the sulphur condenses. The combustion chamber is fitted with a 
heat-retaining jacket, formed of clay, brick, or other incombustible 
and infusible material, which is heated by the combustion and main- 
tains a high temperature, so as to prevent extinction of the combus- 
tion, and prevent any of the sulphuretted hydrogen from passing 
away unburned. The combustion chamber has immediately adjoin- 
ing it a second chamber packed with pieces of heat-retaining ma- 
terial in such manner as to leave small spaces between them through 
which the products of combustion have to pass on their way to the 

condenser. This chamber and the heat-retaining material in it be- 
‘come strongly heated by the products of combustion passing through 
them, and ensure the combustion of the sulphuretted hydrogen. 

The flow or supply of sulphuretted hydrogen and the supply of 
oxygen or of atmospheric air are regulated in such manner as to 
|ensure the proper supply of each in due proportion to each other. 
|The sulphuretted hydrogen and the oxygen or air may be either 
| supplied to the combustion chamber under pressure, or one or both 

of them may be drawn into it by means of a draught, in which case 
| the outlet of the condenser must be connected to a chimney, aspi- 
rator, or other means of producing a draught. The sulphuretted 
| hydrogen is conducted to the combustion chamber by a pipe which 
| terminates in a burner within the chamber, at which burner the gas 
is lighted and burns. The air or oxygen is admitted by a separate 
pipe, either at the ordinary or at an elevated temperature, or by a 
different arrangenent, the gases may be mixed before entering the 
combustion chamber, in which case the burner will be of the kind 
known asa Bunsen burner, or safety burner, so constructed as to 
prevent the flame from passing backwards out of the combustion 
chamber. ; 

| The proportion of air or oxygen to the sulphuretted hydrogen is to 
| be so regulated that the gases passing away from the exit of the 
apparatus shall not contain any considerable quantity either of 
sulphurous acid or of sulphuretted hydrogen. Sulphurous acid indi- 
| cates an excess of oxygen or air, while the presence of sulphuretted 
hydrogen indicates a deficiency of air or of oxygen. By observing 








| the smell of the gases at their exit or applying the usual chemical 

tests the presence of either gas, that is to say either of sulphuretted 
hydrogen or of sulphurous acid, may be recognised and the admission 
of the gases be regulated by increasing the one or diminishing the 
other, so that the exit gases shall not contain any large quantity of 
either sulphurous acid or of sulphuretted hydrogen.

THE MINERS’ CONFERENCES, 

At the Miners’ Conference at Manchester resolutions were agreed 
to in favour of an immediate, and, as far as possible, a general de- 
mand for 15 per cent. advance of wages. As the proceedings were 
carried on in private the grounds for making the demand have not 
transpired, but it may be assumed that they were simply the high 
price of coal at the present time. But these high prices, of which 
so much has been heard of late, was only to be found in the fervid 
imaginations of the leaders of the miners, who generally have three 
or four gatherings yearly far from their respective districts, and can 
always find some question of sufficient importance to be discussed in 
conference. This time last year it was the limitation of the produc- 
tion of coal, when it was agreed to carry it out by the men working 
five instead of six days weekly. But it turned out that the state of 
trade was such that the men were glad to obtain five days a week, so 
that the limitation movement was allowed to die out, the promoters 
being the first to abandon it. It was considered probable that the 
prospect would brighten this year; but this has not been the case. 
But the same proceedings are to be gone through as last year, and 
gate meetings are to be held in connection with each mine to decide 
on the advance to be demanded ; but the real question is, how many 
of the men are prepared to strike should the colliery owners deter- 
mine not to make any concession whatever—a decision, it may be 
said, to that effect having been agreed upon by the colliery owners 
throughout the West Riding, and no doubt will be endorsed by those 
in all other districts. The men are working as usual, and appear to 
be satisfied, so that they at least have no strike intentions, and the 

resent price of coal is very little different from that of this time 
ast year. If we take the London market, to which nearly 1,000,000 
tons of coal are sent monthly, sea-borne coal is 25s.,and finest Silk- 
stones 23s, per ton—just what it was in October, 1882. But it is said 
that the colliery owners could easily advance their charges 2s.a ton, 
and by so doing increase the wages of their workmen. Those who in- 
dulge in such statements are evidently not acqnainted with the mode 
of carrying on the London trade. The colliery owners sending there by 
railway in particular have no voice in the fixing of the price at which 
their coal shall be sold. A large proportion is sent without being 


ordered, and is consigned to agents, who sell it as quickly as possible 
so as to have the wagons released and sent back to the mines, for, 
owing to a want of wagons the men at many places have often to 
play a day or two in the week. 

In some instances Silkstone coal has been sold on arrival in London 


even recently at a price which has left scarcely any profit to the 
owner, Going from the West Riding the carriage-rate and sidings 
cost 9s, 2d., and then there is putting into sacks, carting, agents’ com- 
mission, and merchants’ profit, so that if all these are added, it will 
be evident that the colliery owner does not get so much for the ma- 
terial as to justify an advanee. Yet the views of the Manchester Con- 
ference were endorsed at another at Rotherham, on Monday, when it 
was resolved that a ballot be taken of the men as to whether they 
are prepared to fight for the advance if the owners refuse it. This 
took place last year on the question of limiting the output, yet 
nothing came of it. Many men will vote for sending in the notices ; 
but when it comes to the test many will hang back, seeing that there 
are three or four times as many miners who are not connected with 
the Associations as actually belong to them. The non-Unionists are 
not likely, therefore, to throw themselves out of employment, when 
no provision can be made for them and their families. But there 
is an important point in connection with miners’ wages that is never 
touched upon by those who get up sensational movements in con- 
nection with them. In some districts, we are told, that the miners 
do not earn on the average more than 3s, 6d. to 4s. per day of eight 
hours, whilst in others they can get nearly twice as much. In look- 
ing over the pay-sheet of acolliery in South Yorkshire, kindly handed 
to us, we find that from 7s. to 8s. 6d. a day clear were common enough 
sums, and in some instances there were cases going up close to 10s, 
a day. Surely it must be unfair to both mineowners and miners that 
such differences in wages should exist. The colliery owner who gives 
the highest wages competes in the same market with the one who 
pays the lower rate, and, of course, is placed at a great disadvantage 
in consequence. Why not then, instead of seeking for a general ad- 
vance, endeavour to make wages more uniform than they are at pre- 
sent, and place mineowners on a uniform footing. Were this done, 
then there would be some consistency in asking for a general ad- 
vance of miners’ wages, As it is, the movement again initiated in 
South Yorkshire promises to become as decided a failure as did the 
one of last year with respect to production. 





NORTH OF ENGLAND INSTITUTE OF MINING AND 
MECHANICAL ENGINEERS, 

We are indebted to the secretary—Mr. Theo. Wood Bunning —for 
abstracts of the papers to be read before the Institute this (Satur- 
day)evening. The first “ On the Danger of Sparks Prodaced from 
Prickers and Stemmers used for Blasting Purposes in Coal Mines, 
and Sparks Otherwise Produced,” by Mr. Henry Lawrence, states 
that shortly before the Mines Regulation Act came in force it was 
thought that the danger arising from the use of iron prickers and 
stemmers would be entirely prevented by making these articles of 
copper instead of iron; but it has been found in practice that 
copper, brass, and other mixtures produce sparks to almost the same 
extent as iron, and several accidents have been occasioned thereby. 
Not only are sparks formed in stemming, but they are also formed 
by horses’ hoofs, by the iron attached to the shoes of the miners, and 
to the wheels of locomotives employed underground. That these 
sparks can explode gas may be almost considered a certainty, and 
the writer will endeavour to show thata metal can be made from 
which it is impossible to obtain a spark by impact with the hardest 
stone or iron. 

Mining coal by compressed lime is treated of by Mr. Fraak 


Murray Still, in a paper communicated by Mr. Theo. Wood 
Bunning. The author will explain the mode of bringing down 


coal after it has been curved and nicked, by means of com- 
pressed lime used in the same way as gunpowder. This, it is 
thought, will give an absolute immunity from all accidents caused 
by the ignition of gas by shot; and also, by superseding the 
arduous process of breaking down coal by wedges, will provide the 
collier with a system of coal-getting which will enable him to avoid 
the numerous, and in many cases, fatal accidents which so constantly 
occur from the falls of coal from the roof while he is working at the 
base, It is thought also that this mode of getting coal will decrease 
the percentage of small. The present mode of operating is to em- 


which contains 984 per cent. of carbon, and after being carefully 
calcined is ground to a fine powder; this is conducted to the hy- 
draulic press specially designed and patented, having a die 2 in. 
diameter and 7 in. deep ;a pressure of 40 lbs. is applied simultaneously 
to both ends of the column o° ground lime, which reduces it from 
7 in. to 44 in. in length, thus nearly doubling its tensity. A projec- 
tion in the die forms a groove on the side of the cartridge about 
24 in. in diameter. 

These blocks or cartridges are immediately packed in specially 
constructed air-tight boxes, and are then ready to be conveyed to 
the mine for use. The shot holes are first drilled by means of light 
boring machines, and an iron tube, } in. in diameter, having a small 
tunnel or groove on the upper side, and provided also with perfora- 
tions, is then inserted along the whole length of the borehole. This

ploy nearly pure carbonate of lime, such as is found at Whitburn, |

and lightly rammed, so as to ensure their filling the borehole. After 
the caitridges have been enclosed by tamping in the same way ag 
gunpowder, asmall force-pump is connected with the tap at the end 
of the tube, and a quantity of water, equal in bulk to the quantity of 
lime used, is forced in ; the water being driven in to the far end of 
the shot-hole through the tubes escapes along the groove and through 
the perforation of the calico, flowing towards the tamping into the 
lime, starting the whole of the charge, and driving out the air before 
it. The tube is then closed so as to prevent the escape of the steam 
generated by the action of the water on the lime, and the flexible 
pipe attached to the pump is disconnected. It has been averred 
that the heat given off is sufficient to ignite gas, but Sir Frederick 
Abel, one of the Royal Commissioners on Accidents in Mines, has, 
after experiments, expressed himself that this is impossible, since 
the maximum heat produced by the slacking of the limeis 700°, 
whereas it takes a temperature of 2000° to ignite gas.

The book contains rules and calcalatyons 
based upon plain arithmetic, and worded in the simplest form pos- 
sible. Algebraic formule and technical phrases have been entirely 
| avoided, as they tend, the author thinks, to confuse the classof readers

to disgust him in his endeavour to comprehend them. But the 
| author, on the other hand, has no idea that this work would be used 
las a substitute for more elaborate works, but rather as an aid to the 
study of them by introducing the subjects in a simple way. The 
| work is particularly adapted for the young apprentice, as it will en- 
able him to apply the results of his school-room training to shop 
| practice, and is entirely rudimentary in its applications. The table 
of contents embraces—Signs and abbreviations, definitions, tables, 
decimal fractions, numeration table, single rule of three, or simple 
proportion, compound proportivun, or double rule of three, involution, 
evolution, extraction of the square root, extraction of the cube root, 
| mensuration, screw-cutting, gearing, pumps, steam-engine indicator, 
wire-gauges, pulleys and shafts, the fulcrum, the injector, steel re- 
cipes and useful information, steam-boilers, steam-engine, valve 
motion, link motion, miscellaneous rales and problems. Amongst 
other of Mr, Van Nostrand’s recently issued publications which might 
be usefully introduced to the notice of the readers of the Mining 
| Journal are Mr. Dugald Clerk's Theory of the Gas Engine, which is 
! included in the Science Series; and the translation of Bruno Kerl’s 
well-known smaller Manual of Assaying. It is claimed that this 
manual fills a place in technical literatare, which has long needed 
just sech aconcise, as well as thorough and accurate, work as this 
is.

tified or otherwise. The contract under which the Catta Branca 
slaves were held unduly by the St. John del Company (or as it is 
called in Brazil the Morro Velho Company) was made, it appears, be- 
tween the directors of the Catta Branca and the St. John del Rey 
Companies in England 13 years before Mr. Gordon went out as super- 
intendent of the lattercompany. It appears that there were two 
contracts made about the year 1845 (Mr. Gordon went to Brazil in 
1858)—one contract, made in Brazil, provided for the taking over 
py the St. John del Rey Company of the mining plant, &c., and of 
the hiring of the slaves belonging to the Catta Branca Company 
(the legal title of which in England isthe Brazilian Mining Com- 
pany) at stipulated wages. This contract Mr. Gordon found 
amongst the company’s papers in Brazil. 

The other contract executed about the same date, as it afterwards 
transpired, was made in England between the directors of the St. 
John del Rey and Catta Branca Companies, and provided for the 
liberation of the slaves at a fixed period. This second contract was 
not amongst the company’s papers in Brazil, neither had it been re- 
corded at the District Registry, in Sabara, as was the case with the 
first contract, neither was Mr. Gordon made aware of the existence 
of such a contract until about the year 1877, when a copy thereof was 
presented in the District Court of Sabara by an advocate on behalf 
of Mr. Chas. H. Williams. 

An Act of the Brazilian Imperial Legislature dealing with the 
question of slavery in Brazil having been passed in the year 1870 re- 
quiring that all slaves should be registered in their respective dis- 
tricts, it was Mr. Gordon’s duty, as superintendent of the St. John 
del Rey Company, to have the Act complied with; and in the case 
of the Catta Branca slaves, he was furnished, through the St. John 
del Rey office, with a power of attorney, executed by the Catta Branca 
directors, who therein declared themselves to be the owners of the 
slaves in question. Seeing, however, that the Catta Branca directors 
had in the year 1845 made a contract (which has since been sub- 
stantiated in the Brazilian Courts) providing for the freedom of 
their slaves in the year 1859, it certainly appears on the face of it 
surprising that the Catta Branca directors should have felt justified 
in declaring themselves owners of the slaves, and authorising their 
registration as such as recently as the year 1870 or 1871. Surely by 
the contract above referred to the slaves had been entitled to their 
freedom about 11 years previously. 

The representatives of the Catta Branca Company were in Eng- 
land, and the moneys due for the hire of the slaves have been regu- 
larly paid to them by the directors of the St. John del Rey Com- 
pany in London. Whether this trafficking in slave labour by Eng- 
lishmen or in England was legal is not for the moment under discus- 
sion. There appears to be no doubt, from the decision of the Brazi- 
lian Courts, that the unliberated slaves had a right to recover several 
years‘ wages, and if the St. John del Rey Company had to pay the 
amount a second time, doubtless it would have a valid claim against 
the Catta {Branca Company, or any other persons to whom the slave 
hire was paid. It is much to be regretted that the whole details 
of the contracts and of the manner of their fulfilment are not made 
public by the St. John del Rey Company, in order that the British or 
Brazilian Government, or both of them, might take effectual steps 
to bring the culprits to justice. As Mr. Gordon still holds the power 
of attorney under which he registered the slaves, he is entitled to be 
exonerated from the charge of illegal action in the matter, espe- 
cially as he asserts that he was not aware of the existence of the 
second contract providing for the freedom of the blacks until several 
years after the registration had been effected. 





SALE OF THE MINES OF SAKAMODY.—We have already announced 
the sale of these mines, which is to take place on Nov. 16 next, before 
the Civil Tribunal of Algiers. We have gathered the following sup- 
plementary information cn the subject, and hasten to lay it before 
those who may be interested. The zinc (mock ore and calamine) 
and argentiferous lead mines of Sakamody (see the work entitled 
“ Situation Miniére de l’Algérie a la fin de 1874,” by M. Ville, General 
Inspector of the Mines of Algeria) were granted by decree dated 
Aug. 30, 1880, after six years of investigation and preliminary works 
resulting in the preparation for clearance of about 5900 square metres, 
equal to 22,000 tons of ore, quantity computed in the master lode and 
in accordance with the official report of Feb. 14, 1883, on the Service 
of Mines. The concession is situated at an altitude of from 800 to 
850 metres south-east of Algiers. The lodes are from 50 centimetres 
to 10 metres in thickness, Extensive exploratory works were made, 
bearing principally on the master lode. The mineralisation, though 
irregular and varying from 10 centimetres to 2 metres, of mock ore 
in a gangue of hard marl, shows an average of 50 centimetres. 
The works in depth have not been carried lower than 120 metres, 
stopping in a rich bed of ore, without being incommoded by water. 
The average from 11 different deliveries, making together 1400 tons, 
produced exclusively during the exploratory works, was 51°15 per 
cent. of zinc, 7°10 per cent. of lead, and 47 grammes of silver per 
100 kilogrammes of ore. The cost price per ton delivered in Algiers 
would not exceed 45 francs. The freight by steamer for Antwerp, 
ballast cargoes often in request at Algiers, was treated very recently 
at the rate of 12 francs per 1000 kilogram mes. 








GutngEA Coast Go.p.—The directors report to the shareholders 
that in prosecuting mining operations our present manager has laid 
down his plans with skill, and carried them out with rapidity ; the 
ground has been carefully opened up, shafts have been sunk, and the 
necessary levels, cross-cuttings, and other works are being well 
pushed forward, A large quantity of quartz is stacked ready for 
crushing, and it is estimated that about 3000 tons are now being 
thrown into reserveevery month.

MINES AND MINING SCHOOLS ON THE CONTINENT. 


The opening lecture of the seventh session of the Department of 
Mining Engineering in the Yorkshire College was given in the Phi- 
losophical Hall, Leeds, on Monday (Mr. THoMAS CARRINGTON, C.E., 
President of the Midland Institute of Mining Engineers, and Exa- 
miner for the Yorkshire District, in the chair), before a large assem- 
bly of representatives of the mining interest, including Messrs. 
A. C. Briggs, Whitwood Collieries; W.E. Garforth, West Riding 
Collieries; Walter Rowley, mining engineer; C. K. Rhodes, Varr 
‘House Collieries; Joseph Mitchell, C.E., &c. (secretary of the Mid- 
land Institute). 

Mr. ARNOLD LupToON, the instructor, gave a brief account of some 
of the points of interest noted by him in a recent inspection of mines 
and mining schools in Belgium, Westphalia, Harz Mountains, Saxony, 
Silesia, Hungary, &c. The lecturer stated that whilst in England 
the art of coal mining had reached a high degree of excellence, on 
the Continent there was a higher average of excellence in all those 
operations where scientific training was required, and the number of 
those operations was greater than was sometimes supposed. As in- 
| stances, he mentioned that in England the speed and economy of 
| the production of coal was perhaps greater than on the Continent. 
On the other hand, the method of sinking shafts through subterra- 
nean lakes of water to dry ground below, an operation impossible by 
the ordinary method, was the great invention of a German and a Bel- 
gian engineer. At the present time, at continental mines there was 
much greater economy in the use of fuel for the production of steam- 
power. Asa general rule no smoke—that extravagant and unne- 
cessary curse of English mining and manufacturing districts—was 
made, and steam was always used expansively. Electricity was used 
for underground lighting, shot-firing, signalling, and transmission 
of power, and the high education of the officials made it quite easy 
for them to establish and use any new invention.

These are illuminated by the electric light, and the lec- 
turer had an opportunity of taking a photograph of some of the 
officials and workmen. Another illustration of the use of electricity 
in mines on the Continent is the method of signalling in a deep mine 
near I’reiberg,in Saxony. There a copper conductor is carried down 
the shaft, and by means of a specially-contrived apparatus a signal 
can be given for the cage whilst it is in motion, so that a man tra- 
velling up and down the shaft can stop the cage at any place he de- 
sires by striking a rapper which is on the cage. Ia Upper Silesia a 
seam of coal is worked 24 ft. in thickness. The coal is of excellent 
quality, andis used in the large ironworks adjoining: 10,000,000 tons 
of coal are annually raised in this locality. The mine is worked in 
a very scientific and careful manner. Timber trees, 24 ft. in length, 
are used to support the roof, and cross-bars going from tree to tree 
prevent any material falling which may cause danger to life or limb. 
The mode of working is so systematic that not more than 10 per cent. 
of the entire seam is left in the mine, and it was impossible to visit 
the mine without thinking that in some respect English managers of 
Thick seam coal mines have something to learn, 

In proposing the usual complimentary vote to the lecturer, Prof. 
GREEN mentioned that the course of lectures for first-year men, in- 
cluding a short course of lectures in chemistry and geology, especi- 
ally adapted to mining men, would begin on Wednesday, Oct. 10, 
and for the second-year men on Oct. 15. In seconding the vote, 
Mr. WALTER ROWLEY, of Leeds (secretary to the Coalowners’ Asso- 
ciation, member of the council of the Yorkshire College), said that 
a great deal had yet to be done towards the equipment of the mining 
department, so as to facilitate the efforts of the instructor, who, by 
his thoroughly practical and scientific knowledge of mining engineer- 
ing and colliery management in all its details, had so greatly con- 
tributed to the success uf this department of the College. 

The CHAIRMAN remarked that it was some reflection on the mining 
interest of Yorkshire that this chair of mining engineering was sup- 
ported by the Drapers’ Company of London, to whose generosity 
they were indebted for the existence of the chair, and thought the 
mining interest should still further supplement the endowment, so 
as to provide the instructor with more apparatus. He fully agreed 
with the statements contained in the able and interesting lecture to 
which they had listened, and the College was to be congratulated on 
its professor of mining engineering. He had himself visited many of 
the continental mining districts, and could speak of the high class 
of education there obtained by all the officials, and he thought all 
the officials at English collieries ought to be educated, so as to know 
the relation between cause and effect. It was not that they were 
all to be made mining engineers, because that might involve a still 
higher grade of education; but all ought to have a theoretical train- 
ing to explain and guide their practical experience. He thought 
that in large collieries England could show some examples that were 
unequalled in'the world; but in metal mining, undoubted\y, his experi- 
ence was the same as that of the lecturer—that on the Continent the 
average of practice was superior to English, and the remedy was to 
be found in the instruction now given by such institutions as the 
Yorkshire College. In conclusion, he referred to the great assistance 
this course of instruction afforded to those preparing for the exami- 
nations for Certificates of Competency as colliery managers. 

The proceedings concluded with a vote of thanks to the Chairman, 
proposed by Prof. GREEN, and seconded by Mr. LUPTON, who said 
that in this country, where the Government did little towards higher 
education and technical education, it was essential to the well-being 
of the community that men in his (the Chairman’s) position should 
give their time and attention to the support of these colleges, whose 
existence enabled this country to maintain its high position among
